Florida census 
of agriculture 
starts Oct. | 


Blank forms in mails 
before that date—100 
questions to be answered 
A FARMERS in the United States 


will be asked to report this fall 
to the Bureau of the Census, U. S. 
Department of Commerce by filling 
out questionnaires in the 1954 Census 
of Agriculture. Congress has appro- 
priated $16 million for the undertak 
ing during the current fiscal year. 
Copies of the Census questionnaire 
will be mailed to farm operators in ad 
vance of the enumeration which will 
begin on October 1 and continue into 
December. The work of about 31,000 
Census enumerators under 2,200 crew 
leaders will be supervised out of about 
120 temporary field offices. An enum- 
erator will call at each farm to collect 
the completed questionnaire and, if 
necessary, to assist the farmer in filling 
out the report form. The completed 
questionnaires will be forwarded to the 
Bureau of the Census in Washington 


for tabulation. 


The Questionnaire 

The questionnaire 1s designed to 
provide information about the age and 
race of tarm operators, number and 
size of farms, tenure, acreage in var 
10us uses; Crops, livestock, expenditure 
for selected items (labor and machine 
hire, feed, fertilizers and lime, gasoline 
and other petroleum fuels and oil), 
inventory of selected facilities and 
equipment (television, food freezer, 
piped running water, tractor, harvest- 
ing machines, automobile, truck, etc.) 
irrigation, consery ation practices, farm 
value, mortgage debt, and cash rent. 

Variations of the questionnaires will 
be used so that inquiries about crops, 
for instance, will be limited to the 
crops common in that area. On an 
average, each farmer will be asked 
about 100 questions, many by check 
ing “yes” or “no”. 

16th in Series 

The 1954 Census of Agriculture is 
the 16th in a series of nationwide farm 
enumerations, the first in 1840. 

In Florida, headquarters being at 
Tampa, the census will start in half 
the counties Oct. 1, and in the balance

In various sections of the South 
farm saw mills do a pretty big business 
for their owners, not only for lumber 
for use on the place, but in sawing 
for other farmers—custom work. 

However, there must be a good 
stand of timber to warrant a farm 
mill, and a satisfactory outlet for the 
product before such a mill is set up. 
[he price for finished lumber is high, 
and farm foresters say a farm mill can 
save considerable money if operated to 
advantage 

The foresters explain that if a man 
can log out and saw 1000 board feet 
of lumber from his own woodland, he 
can do it at the cost of 100 board 
feet of finished lumber from a yard. 
Any number of farm mills have been 
set up because the plant keeps farm 
labor busy during slack seasons—which 
is one point Mr. Lee brings out in his 
estimate of the worth such a mill can 
be to a farmer. 

In addition to selective culting on 
one’s own woodlot, the farmer with 
the mill can handle trees also advised 
to be removed, on the farms of neigh- 
bors. Farm foresters are always ready 
to help the timberlot owner in indi 
cating the less worthwhile trees, so 
that with the cooperation of the 
farmer with the sawmill, and the 
owner of a woodlot that has no mill, 
mutual advantage, financially is gained 
by both.

For many years the only method of 
propagating lychees has been by air 
layerage or marcottage. For best re- 
sults this should be begun in the spring 
just as the tree starts an active flush of 
grou th. 

After an adequate root system has 
developed—thus usually takes four to 
eight months—the branch should be 
removed by cutting it just below the 
rooted area. After removing the plas- 
tic wrapper, it should be potted in soil 
high in organic matter. 

The pots should then be placed under 
a sprayer furnishing constant mist un- 
til well established, and then hardened 
off gradually. When ready to plant 
in the field every care should be taken 
to prevent breaking tender roots.

For years farmers have planted rows of corn 42 inches apart, just wide 


enough to permit the passage of a horse between the rows, Today, more 


and more farmers are experimenting with rows 60 or even 80 inches 
apart, with room for a grass or legume between the rows, 

By planting the corn rows thicker and using sufficient fertilizer, you 
get just as much yield as with the ordinary pattern, Each row ts like the 


outside row on a field, getting more sun, doing just a little better.

Do you know that today 
about half of many of Florida’s 
vegetable crops are produced 
by 25 or 30 farmers? By 1964 
| predict that half of many of 
these vegetables, such as cel- 
ery and potatoes, will be pro- 
duced by only 15 or 20 farm- 
ers. 


The future will witness more atten- 
tion to precooling of vegetables, along 
with increased emphasis on transit 
refrigeration as well as appropriate 
refrigeration handling all the way 
through the retail store.

than now with increased headaches in 
keeping up with new varieties, More 
optimistically I do believe seedsmen 
will see an increase in volume of packet 
seeds for home gardens, and for flowers. 
Also there will be an increased volume 
in the field and forage crop seed trade, 
as varieties better adapted to Florida 
are found.

I predict a 100% increase in acreage 
of improved pastures within 10 years, 
and this is conservative. There will 
be increased acreage on the organic

Field Crops 

The average yield of field corn in 
Florida today is only about 15 bushels 
per acre, and yet many growers cus- 
tomarily get 60 or more bushels. The 
highest yield recorded for the state to 
my knowledge is 149.2 bushels, which 
doesn’t compare too unfavorably with 
the highest U. S. yield of 226 bushels, 
which surprisingly enough was not 
made in the midwest, but in South 
Cardlina. Our hybrid corns out-yield 
our open-pollinated varieties. I predict 
in 10 years we will not be growing 
open-pollinated varieties, and through 
this and better cultural methods Flor- 
ida’s average yield will be 30 bushels 
per acre. That means twice as much 
home grown corn as today. 

Flue-cured tobacco average yields 
have increased 40 percent during the 
past ten years, I predict another 30 
percent increase by 1964, from better 
and disease resistant varieties, irriga- 
tion and good cultural practice. 
Average yields of leaf should be about 
1500 lbs. per acre. 

It is safe to predict that none of 
our present varieties of hybrid corn, 
oats, rye or soybeans will be in pro- 
duction 10 years from now. Acreage 
of all four crops, however, will in- 
crease, especially soybeans. 

We will find considerable more of 
an annual two-crop system in effect, 
such as combinations of oats following 
soybeans. 

Sugar cane probably will remain 
under allotment control, and thus any 
increased yield will come from better 
varieties and management on essentially 
the present Offsetting in- 
creased demand normally expected for 
sugar from a greater population, will 
be development of synthetic sweet- 
eners, which already are worrying the 
sugar industry. 

With development of more depend- 
able water control and improved field 
harvesting machinery, I look for a siz- 
able expansion in production of ramie, 
our most promising fibre crop. 

Beef Cattle 

During the last 25 years, cattle on 
Florida ranches have tripled in number. 
Their value in terms of market price 
has quadrupled. With all this increase 
in quality, the average value of a 
Florida beef animal is only $90, com- 
pared with a present U. S. value of 
$120. 

Contrary to popular impression, I 
do not feel that measuring the size of 
our cattle business by numbers of 
animals is a measure, It is 
pounds of beef produced which in the 
final analysis tells the true story, be- 
cause it the gross value. 
Florida ranks 13th in the United States 
in number of cattle, with approxi- 
mately 1,400,000 head. However, in 
1952, we marketed only about 230 
million pounds of beef, compared with 
a total for the U. S. of 23% billion 
pounds! This means we produced only 
9 of 1% of the United States beef. 
We can double our beef production

One is using more high 
quality purebred bulls, and by culling 
low quality cows of poor reproductive 
capacity, those which are poor milkers 
and which wean small, low-grade 
calves. Another is better feeding and 


animals in 


management control, Ninety percent 
of the ranches in Florida now are 
overstocked. 

Cattlemen could make more with 


less effort by culling 10 to 20% of 


the animals. Much more attention 
must be paid to parasite control 
Lungworms, liverflukes, stomach and 
intestinal worms are on tl ncreas 
over the state. Ten years from now u 

will have these parasites under fair 
control, but effec tive contro asure 

are no good unless they at tf into 
practice. 

Our cattle business, like other phases 
of our agriculture, is vulnerable to 
introduction of additional para ind 
disease which have plagued impover 
ished foreign nations for centuries. 
Some more will get in, in spite of the 
vigilance of our inspection agencies, 
but if it weren’t for this ilance, 
we'd soon have many more 

By 1964 our average calf crop will 
have increased from its present 50% 


to about 70%, and more calves will 
be born early during December and 
January. Such early calves can be 
50-75 pounds heavier at weaning time 
if feed supply is adequate. 

There will be more feeding out of 
cattle. At present we are feeding 
about 25,000 head, 12,000 of which 
are in Gadsden and Jackson counties 
alone. Within 10 years I predict we 


will be feeding at least 75,000 head. 
The greatest feeding impetus will be 
in areas like the Everglades where grass 
will make up a large part of th 
Home grown feeds will replace 
imported feed. 

I predict a marked increase in use 
of silage for fattening cattle and for 
winter feeding, making efficient use of 
summer forage. Silage properly put up 
has been known to keep for mor 
10 years. 

Eventually, Florida will be 
one of the top cattle produc- 
ing states, and by 1964 we 
should be well on the way to 
such an achievement.

“Wholesale destruction” of one of 
Florida’s picturesque wild areas is told 
in a letter from Jack H. Merritt to the 
Farm Editor of the Miami Herald, 
Nixon Smiley. Mr. Merritt says large 
areas of the cabbage palm forest north- 
west of Lake Okeechobee are being de- 
stroyed as the palms are “topped for 
their cabbage.” 


The tender part of the bud is sold 
to tourists for cooking and making 
into salads. Much of the vegetable is 
canned, and Mr. Merritt says the 
canned swamp cabbage sells locally for 
45 cents, and “while it has but little 
taste, the merchants can’t keep it in 
stock the demand is so great.” 


Those who purchase the canned cab- 
bage palm buds are tourists who carry 
it home as souvenirs for their friends, 
Mr. Merritt continued. The tree has 
to be destroy ed to get the delicacy and 
it takes ten or 12 years for a tree to 
grow. The cabbage palm is Florida’s 
state tree but before it had been so 
designated by the last Legislature after 
weary years of women’s club work, it 


had been used on the official state seal.
